London, Laurel county, 
Feb ii. 
The 
Democratic members of the legislature 
decline to accept the adjournm ent and 
decided to meet elsewhere. 
All legislators approaching the capitol 
bnilding were stopped by soldiers and 
Tavlor's proclamation read to them. 
Then the legislature, as a body, ran 
through the streets to the operation*, 
to find a company of soldiers draw n up 
before it. 
Then the legislature decided to delib­ 
erate in the courthouse and tore through 
the streets in th at direction. 
A second 
company of soldier beat the law m akers 
to the goal, and they then took to the 
streets looking for a place in which to 
hold a session and declare Goebel gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky 
It is now certain the legislature will 
seat Goebel at the first session which it 
hoi Is. 
If he is seated by joint ballot 
the Republicans will pay no attention 
to the m atter and refuse to surrender 
any of the offices. 
They will resist flat­ 
ly any efforts of the Democrats to seat 
the officers by joint ballot. 
Governor Taylor and attorneys re­ 
mained all Tuesday night in the state­ 
house, as threats are said to have been 
made against all of them, and it was 
thought a wise thing for them to rem ain 
there, besides they would Vie in a better 
position to resist the Democrats should 
they undertake to sieze the reigns of the 
governm ent by force. 
London is a m ountain village of 1000 
inhabitants, 70 miles southeast of Lex­ 
ington, and is the county seat of Laurel 
county. 
The only public building there 
is the courthouse, and th at is not large 
enough to hold the house and senate of 
the K entucky legislature. 
Many of the Republican members left 
for London upon the proclam ation of

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Frankfort, Jan. 81. 
At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon the physicians bsd given up 
all hope for Senator Geobel's recovery. 
His fever was rising and they believed 
the end was near. 
W iliam Goebel was slightly better at 
daybreak this m orning than he hail 
been at any time since 5 o'clock yester­ 
day afternoon. 
Physicians, however, 
hold out no strong hopes for his recov­ 
ery and say the chances are still very 
great th at his wound will terminate 
fatally. 
During the early part of Tuesday 
night he failed steadily aud about 11 
o’clock it was thought he would not 
last much longer. 
About m idnight ha 
rallied, and from th a t time until this 
m orning he held his own.

troubled during the night w ith nausea,

Jan. H I— W hile W illiam 
Goebel lay at tile point of death in his 
room, as the result of an assassin's bul­ 
let. the contesting boards which for two 
weeks bad been listening to the evidence 
in his contest for the governor's chair, 
declared him entitled to the seat. 
The boards having in charge the con­ 
tests between Goebel and Taylor for 
governor, and Beckham and Marshall 
for lieutenant governor, met a t 7 o’clock 
last night in the city ball to consider the 
exidenoe subm itted to them and prepare 
their report to the legislature. 
A few 
legal authorities were read to them at 
the request of Senator Allen, who wished 
light shed upon a few doubtful point*. 
The vote was then taken and by a strict

W illiam Goebel 
was declared to have been legally elected 
governor of Kentucky 
The Beck bani- Marsh a11 contest was 
then voted upon, and a strict party vote 
of f to 2 settled this m atter 
The Republicans will probably make 
application in the United States circuit 
court of Cincinnati for an injunction 
restraining Goebel and Beckham from 
taking their seats, and then the battle 
will lie continued before Judge T aft of 
th at Court

The Republican attorneys and Gov. 
Taylor are confident that at least a tem ­ 
porary injunction will be granted. 
The 
grounds upon which the injunction will 
be asked are the prejudice of the legis­ 
lative body, the alleged unfitness of sev­ 
eral members of the contest boards to 
sit in judgm ent upon the case, and sev­ 
eral other grounds whioh the attorneys 
decline to discuss 
The attem pted assassin atio n of Sen­ 
ator Goebel precluded the advisability
